A FEW weeks ago the New York 
bankers wanted nothing but gold 
from the federal treasury, and now, 
when they are given gold exclusive­ 
ly, 
they are kicking for currency. 
T he New Y ork banker is very try­ 
ing to the public. 


T h i s is farmers’ day in Sedalia 
and the D e m o c r a t trusts they wil 
frankly say what they think is the 
one thing needed to save the coun­ 
try. 
Are they for the gold standard, 
or do they prefer the old-fashioned 
bimetallic policy?

— At the Vn- 
ion League club dinner last night 
Coinplroller of the Currency Eckels, 
in the course of an address, said: 
“ Tlie condition which confronts 
the American people is one that de­ 
serves the thoughtful attention of 
every citizen who has at heart tlic 
interest of the country. 
It is not a 
time of panic, because we 
have 
]) assed the period in our history 
when a jtanic is a possibility; but it 
is one of a slow liquidation, .the re­ 
sult of «undue speculation and un­ 
wise legislation. 
Nothing is to be 
gained by taking on a fright that is 
unwarranted by cither the immedi­ 
ate past or the immediate future. 
“ What 
the 
American 
¡teople 
ought to do in the midst of the fail­ 
ures that have occurred is not to 
give way to uncalled for alarm, but 
to study the character of the insti­ 
tutions which have failed; the cause 
which have produced them and the 
localities in which they have oc­ 
curred. 
“ After such a study, let them 
view the solvent institutions every­ 
where also 
about 
them, and the 
conclusion that 
must 
irreristably 
follow is that the legitimate life of 
the country is not threatened, but 
instead will come out of the pres­ 
ent turmoil the stronger for having 
passed through it. 
In conservative 
business centers the failures have 
been few, either in banking or other 
lines. 
Bad banking 
at any such 
times is dangerous, and must inevit­ 
ably bring disaster upon those who 
engage in it. 
The present strin­ 
gency has simply hastened the clos­ 
ing of 
some banks because they 
they were inherently weak. 
“ Others have closed as a result­ 
ant effect of having kept alive the 
operations of speculators in the ex­ 
treme west and in portions of the 
south. 
The art has not been dis 
covered of making something out 
nothing and the financier who stakes 
his all upon an unbuilt city reach­ 
ing out into the waste places of the 


earth must bring about the ruin of 
his own and kindred 
institutions 
which have 
trusted 
in him 
and 
jiinnctl their faith to assets yet un­ 
born. 
“ Suc h a review as I have indi­ 
cated cannot but have the effect of 
quieting the fears of the timid and 
encouraging those who have thus 
far maintained an unswerving faith 
in the 
speedy 
coming of 
better 
times. 
It ought to check those who 
invite disaster by withdrawing from 
solvent institutions the money which 
tbU depositor cannot possibly use. 
'The people are hoping and asking 
much from the banks of the coun­ 
try. 
In turn tlie banks have the 
right of considerate treatment from 
the peoi) le. 
Let those who have so 
long transacted business with the 
banking institutions have sufficient 
confidence in them to know 
and 
feel tliat if in years past they have 
proved safe, that they are likely 10 
do so in the present emergency. 
“ Runs U[) on 
banks but destroy

be protected, and those who indulge 
in them cause to come about the
